Hon . R. \V. Tay lor, who is diligen t 
ly at work to secure provision by the 
presen t con gress for locks an d dams 
for the improvemen t of the Ohio river, 
y esterday telegraphed Postmaster W. 
H. Surles as follows; 
“Wire me today approx imate an n ual 
ton n age of receipts an d shipmen ts of 
freight at East Liverpool.” 
The postmaster promptly complied, 
sen din g the followin g telegram; 
’ In boun d freight. 850,000 ton s, 
in ­ 
cludin g coal. Outboun d freight. 275,- 
000 ton s.” 
These statistics the postmaster was 
able to supply at on ce, havin g gath­ 
ered much data on the subject when 
the matter was before con gress 
«'» 
y ear or two ago, an d it was on ly n ec­ 
essary to go to the same sources an d 
brin g the figures up to date by givin g 
those for 1901. 
The improvemen t advocated by the 
govern men t en gin eers an d which con ­ 
gress has shown a disposition to en ­ 
courage is.on e which shall make the 
whole Ohio river from its source to 
its mouth n avigable the y ear aroun d. 
Appropriation for such w'ork has been 
made in the last few y ears, n ot in a 
lump sum, but on the con tin uin g con ­ 
tract sy stem, a sufficien t amoun t be­ 
in g appropriated to keep the work go­ 
in g each y ear. 
The proposed East Liverpool dam. 
provided for in the house bill in tro­ 
duced in Jan uary . 1901, which failed 
to pass at the last session , is kn ow-n 
as ‘‘movable dam No. 8.” an d its loca­ 
tion is to be just below this city at 
Walker. 
For the completion of the 
lock, in cludin g purchase of site, an 
ex pen diture n ot ex ceeiiin g 
$250,000 
was proposed in the old bill. 
The 
total improvemen t, 
in cludin g 
lock, 
dam, etc.. completed, is estimated to 
cost about $800,000. 
It can readily be seen that such an 
ex pen diture here would vastly ben efit 
the city while the improvemen t is in 
progress, to say n othin g of the ben e­ 
fits to result to commerce an d in dus­ 
try after the work is completed. 
Those best posted on river in ter­ 
ests are con fiden t of securin g from the 
presen t con gress such legislation as 
will show appropriate recogn ition of 
the n eeds of the Ohio valley an d of 
a disposition to hasten the completion 
of the whole great work.

Hon. R. W. Taylor, who is diligent­ 
ly at work to secure provision by the 
present congress for locks and dams 
for the improvement of the Ohio river, 
yesterday telegraphed Postmaster W. 
H. Surles as follows: 
‘ Wire me today approximate annual 
tonnage of receipts and shipments of 
freight at East Liverpool.” 
The postmaster promptly complied, 
sending the following telegram: 
“Inbound freight. 850,000 tons, 
in­ 
cluding coal. Outbound freight, 275,- 
000 tons.” 
These statistics the postmaster was 
able to supply at once, having gath­ 
ered much data on the subject when 
the m atter was before congress 
a 
year or two ago, and it was only nec­ 
essary to go to the same sources and 
bring the figures up to date by giving 
those for 1901. 
The improvement advocated by the 
government engineers and which con­ 
gress has showrn a disposition to en­ 
courage is.one which shall make the 
whole Ohio river from its source to 
its mouth navigable the year around. 
Appropriation for such wTork has been 
made in the last few years, not in a 
lump sum, but on the continuing con­ 
tract system, a sufficient amount be­ 
ing appropriated to keep the work go­ 
ing each year. 
The proposed E ast-Liverpool dam, 
provided for in the house bill intro­ 
duced in January, 1901, which failed 
to pass at the last session, is known 
as "movable dam No. 8,” and its loca­ 
tion is to be just below this city at 
Walker. 
For the completion of the 
lock, including .purchase of site, an 
expenditure not exceeding 
$250,000 
was proposed in the old bill. The 
total improvement, 
including 
lock, 
dam, etc., completed, is estimated to 
cost about $800,000. 
It can readily be seen that such an 
expenditure here would vastly benefit 
the city while the improvement is in 
progress, to say nothing of the bene­ 
fits to result to commerce and indus­ 
try after the work is completed. 
Those best posted on river inter­ 
ests are confident of securing from the 
present congress such legislation as 
will show appropriate recognition of 
the needs of the Ohio valley and of 
a disposition to hasten the completion 
of the whole great work.

"On his second visit. I think, ho 
told me he was Mr. Holt's lawyer.

street, w here scores of citizens 
as­ 
sem bled to view all that was m ortal 
of a w orthy citizen and a 
true friend 
Upon the arrival of her husband's 
rem ains Mrs. Fetch displayetl uncciu- 
trollable grief. 
She was heart-broken 
and it is feared, may suffer nervous 
prostration. 
The body was 
accom ­ 
panied hom e 
by C harles 
Fetch, 
a 
son. 
He was w orking in the adjoin­ 
ing room to w here bis 
fath er vvas 
killed and relates 
the story of the 
tragic death as follows; 
“T he last tim e 
1 saw my father 
alive w as at 1 ‘30 o’clock when he left 
me w ith an oil can in his hand to oil 
two sh afts in the engine room. About 
two m inutes 
afte r he left a young 
hoy cam e running 
to no* and with 
a deathly pallor on his face, said: 
T here is a m an caught 
in th e big 
sh aft.’ 
F ath er not being near, 
my 
first im pulse w as to run and shut off 
the engine, which I did hut not until 
I started to see who the unfortunate 
man w as did I think he had been the 
victim . 
1 was alm ost afraid to go in­ 
to th e engine 
room, hut finally did 
and the sight th a t m et my gaze was 
awful. 
T here on the ground lay my 
fath er m angled so horribly th at he was 
hardly recognizable. 
“ His right arm was caught in the* 
m ain sh aft and he had been turned 
over and over at least r>0 tim es. Upon 
each revolution his low er lim bs cam e 
in contact w ith the rafters of the; ceil- 
ing. 
His legs w ere broken off at the 
knees and his right 
arm was torn 
from the 
body. 
He 
met 
instant 
death, and as a result did not suffer 
m uch.” 
T he funeral services w ere couduct- 
('d a t the house this afternoon a t 2:30 
o’clock and interm ent was made* in 
Spring Hill cem etery.

ination if they read as far as the eleventh hook. The '■r« M)k« ‘« !n« ’Ss <tf Ifannl« '!, 
the loves of Irad and Seliiua, of Elam and Mina, the ghost oi Ilerzon, the 
prow ess of Jahin, the valor of Zimri, are for the modern reader w hat the 
m iracle and m ystery {ilays w ere to the dark ages. 
Mo« lern batilelields and 
R evolutionary generals are som i'w hat belated actors, but the heroi's just re­ 
turned from M onmouth and Yorktown di« l not object to la'ing in eonipnny 
w ith Caleb and Joshua.

developed into the “Colum biad.” 
T he very title w as siibilm ated A m eriian, 
and the poem w as regarded as a “trem endous epic” in its day. 
VV'ith m iti­ 
gated m odesty the w riter declares tha t he sliall not try to prove tha t he lias 
w ritten an epic poem. 
N evertheless he ranks the "Ilia d ” and the "Jhie id ” in 
the sam e class w ith his own "Columbiad,*' which lie sends forth "w ith no 
other concern than w hat arls(*s from the most pure and ardent dosir« ' of doing 
good to the country.” 
Barlow w as a type of the cultivated and patriotic young American of his 
day. lie belonged to the D w ight-Tnim bull knot of young men in 
co lleg e who 
w are the first to break aw ay from the traditions of the elders and devote 
them selves to a study of outlander literature in the English < lassi« 's. 
In vaca­ 
tions he shouldered a m usket and fought bra\» ly wdth the M assachusetts 
m llltia in the opening battles of the Revolution. 
H is eommem-eujcnt part in 
1T78 w as a poem on "T he Prospent of Peace,” liopeful, euthusiastle. ex­ 
pansive, prophetic. 
As there wms a shortage of chaplains in the arm y, the young law student 
cram m ed him self w ith enough divinity in six w eeks for w ar purpose's and 
w ith his friend D w ight w ent in and out am ong the tr« )ops, unim ating and 
encouraging them by patriotic addresses and odes. 
T urning editor—and doc­ 
to r of W atts’ version of the psalm s to m ake them fit the regnant theology—he 
m editated and composed by turns the “Vision,” whi« h w as receive« ! with 
applause by friends and reprinted in London .and Paris.

lH E writings of statesmen 
in the closing period of 
the eighteenth c e n tu ry 
were not equaled by other 
contemporary 
literature. 
There was no such absorbing motive 
in other departm ents to give the un­ 
consciousness of self in which the 
best results are produced. Few peri­ 
ods have had such an overpowering 
stimulus to intense yet logical expo­ 
sition of privileges which are essential to constitutional liberty. The liter.it 
which resulted ought to have been and was exceptional prose. 
The verse which accompanied it was exceptional, too. but not in the sam* 
way. All ballads were or course inspired by patriotic or loyalist sentiments. 
Even when John Trumbull’s long poem, “McFingal,” appeared, it could be 
referred to the same kind of inspiration. Still the channel in which the d^vo* 
tion of the youthful versemaker flowed was inevitably narrowed by its pre­ 
vailing satire. This was effective, as no one can deny, and by its mirth pro­ 
voking sallies did good service for a good cause. It is not to so mach purpose 
to inquire here who furnished the copy which he followed w»th greater or 
less fidelity as to know th at the help furnished w as not after the maimer or 
in the degree of the ald lent by the political prose of the day. 
Nothing but the controversy which hail its participants on both sides, in 
England as well as in America, could have carried this mock heroic per­ 
formance through several editions. Besides the literary taste of the time in 
poetics was not far above this level. 
We can be grateful to the author for 
winning supporters whom statesmen could not reach without calling him an 
eminent poet. 
However, he did not aspire to write an epic. as two of his eontemiAorarles 
did. But they had their sense of obligation as citizens and men of letters in 
the young America timt had just been released from old England. A new and 
free nation of almost boundless expanse, with limitless prospects and high 
hopes, it was urged, should have a commensurate literature* or the loginning 
of it at least. A patriotic aspiration of this kind must have impelled Timothy 
Dwight, president of Yale college, to undertake in ITH." ids “Conquest of 
Canaan,” the first American epic, as the author himself calls it. The resem­ 
blance it bears to those which had preceded it, notably the “Iliad and "Para­ 
dise Lost,” consists largely in the antiquity of the subject. Differences must 
be explained by saying that Homer and Milton were born to be poets, as the 
American was born to be a college president and a diligent and persevering 
versifier. 
Genius is not always the faculty of taking pains. If it were, the 
‘‘Conquest of Canaan” would not have perished in a hundred years. 
Never­ 
theless it is worth reading—some of it. 
Biblical students will lie pleased to 
note w hat side lights can be thrown upon the sacred story by a poetic imag­ 
ination if they read as far as the eleventh book. The crookedness of nannie!, 
the loves of Irad aud Seliina, of Blam and Mina, the ghost of Henson, the 
prowess of Jabin, the valor of Zimri, are for the modern reader what the 
miracle and mystery plays were to the dark ages. 
Modern battlefields and 
Revolutionary generals are somewhat belated actors, but the heroes just re­ 
turned from Monmouth and Yorktown did not object to l>eing in company 
w ith Caleb and Joshua. They knew their Bibles as well as their descendants 
knew a Sunday newspaper, and they understood a Scriptural allusion or an 
Old Testam ent hero a great deal better. Aud as for the versification,the rhymes 
of Dwight were as good in their esteem as Pope’s translation of the "Iliad ’ 
and his characters not inferior to Milton’s In their Biblical derivation. It was 
a book for the age by a counselor of statesm en and a theologian. He, if any­ 
one, could meet the demands of the youthful nation for an epic of its own. 
Moreover, a note of progress might be discerned from one to the other of the 
three epics, and a humanistic element could be fouud in the “Conquest” 
which was not In the “Iliad” or in “Paradise lA>st.” Even the oratory of the 
Argive leaders or that of satan himself is at least recalled by Caleb’s address 
to the assembled host. 
_ 
Our great and greater grandfathers reveled in this and were not ashamed 
to liken it to the Homer of Pope and to the verse of Milton. 
The anticlimax 
was reached when Joel Barlow wrote his “Vision of Columbus, 
afterw ard 
developed into the “Columbiad.” 
The very title was sublimated American. 
and the poem was regarded as a “tremendous epic” in its day. 
With miti­ 
gated modesty the w riter declares th at he shall not try to prove th at lie has 
written an epic poem. Nevertheless he ranks the “Iliad” and the “/Lucid” iii 
the same class with his own "Columbiad,** which lie sends forth “with no 
other concern than w hat arises from the most pure and ardent desire of doing 
good to the country.” 
Barlow was a type of the cultivated and patriotic young American of his 
day. He belonged to the Dwigbt-Trumbull knot of young men in college who 
ware the first to break aw-ay from the traditions of the elders and devote 
themselves to a study of outlander literature in the English classics. In vaca­ 
tions he shouldered a musket and fought bravely with the M assachusetts 
militia in the opening battles of the Revolution. His commencement part in 
1T78 was a poem on “The Prospect of Peace,” hopeful, enthusiastic, ex­ 
patiate, prophetic. 
As there was a shortage of chaplains in the army, the young law student 
crammed himself with enough divinity in six weeks for war purposes and 
with his friend Dwight went in and out among the troops, animating aud 
encouraging them by patriotic addresses and odes. Turning editor—and doc­ 
tor of W atts’ version of the psalms to make them fit the regnant theology- he 
m editated and composed by turns the “Vision,” which was received with 
applause by friends and reprinted in London and Paris. 
It anticipated by a 
year the one sided philanthropy and erratic enthusiasm of the French revolu­ 
tion, and in consequence the author was w-elcome when he arrived in France 
to give his “Advice to Privileged Orders” and follow it with his poem on the 
“Conspiracy of Kings.” 
The design of Barlow’s masterpiece, “The Columbiad," evolved from “The 
Vision,” was to give a historical view of events from the time of Columbus to 
that of W ashington as foreseen by the great discoverer from his prison. Con­ 
tacted by Hesper to the mount of vision, he takes a long lesson in American 
gaography and the history of Mexico and Peru. The story of colonisation by 
Raleigh and others follows, preparing the way for the old French and the 
Revolutionary wars. Officers in the latter are thus signalized: 
Here stood stern Putnam, scored with ancient sears. 
The living record of his country's wars; 
Wayne, like a moving tower, assumes his post, 
Fires the whole field and is himself a host. 
Bland. Moyland, Sheldon, the long lines enforce 
W ith light arm ’d scouts, with solid squares of horse. 
And Knox from his full park to battle brings 
His brazen tubes, the last resort of kings, 
When at his word the carbon cloud shall rise 
And well aime«Ltliunders rock the shores and skies. 
It was in this post revolution period that the first intimation of a sub­ 
merged dramatic tendency bubbled up to the surface from the ooze where it 
was sunk 150 years before. 
Puritan laws and frowns had kept it out of 
sight and hearing thus far. 
Hospitable Virginia had allowed the “Merchant 
of Venice” to be acted by professionals in Williamsburg as early as 1752, and 
Farquhar*s “Beaux’s Strategem” was played the same year in the first Ameri­ 
can theater at Annapolis, Md., which was followed by the second in New York 
the next year and another in Philadelphia six years later. But in Massachu­ 
setts previous to 1792 players appeared on the stage at the risk of arrest 
Only in unorthodox Rhode Island and under the patronage of planters who 
came to Newport were they safe within the bounds of New England. 
As 
early as 1765 Thomas Godfrey of Philadelphia had peeped in a closet drama 
entitled “The Prince of Parthia,” but Royall Tyler of New York was the first 
domestic playwriter to put a piece upon the stage. He called it the “Contrast, 
possibly with reference to the change in public sentiment since Massachusetts 
enacted an ordinance, in imitation of Cromwell’s parliament in 1642, abolish­ 
ing theaters. This act was annulled in England 14 years later, but here there 
was no relenting until 170 years after the pilgrims came to Plymouth. Under 
such regime not much could be expected of American dramatic talent. TY lien 
at length it dared to appear on the boards, it seeing! not to the manner born. 
The tragedy wa9 high enough and the comedy low- enough, but the Eliza­ 
bethan dramatist or even the restoration playwright had not accompanied the 
star of empire westward. Have they yet arrived? 
Still there were homemade plays which pleased provincials by their local 
color and hits, and as good a beginning was made as conld lie expected in a 
climate which ranged from temperate to frigid in the matter of dramatic*. 
What need was there of tragedy representation when the genuine article could 
be had by standing in front of the meeting bouse near the whipping post, 
stocks and pillory or by climbing the hill where the gallow-s loomed stark 
against a wintry sky? 
And as for comedy, it might be had whenever a 
pirate crew was b ro ch t ashore or a knot of witches convicted. The Puritan

NEW COAL COMBINE. 


iHK writings of statesmen 
in tile closing period of 
tin' eighteenth c e n tu ry 
were not equaled by other 
contemporary 
literature. 
Tiler*1 was no such absorbing motive 
in other departm ents to give the un­ 
consciousness of self in which the 
hest results are produce*!- 
Few peri­ 
ods have had such an overpowering 
stimulus to intense yet logical expo­ 
sition of privileges w hich .ire essential to constitutional liberty. The literatuT* 
which resulted ought to have been and was exceptional pros*1. 
The verse which accompanied it was exceptional, too, but not in the saith* 
way. All ballads were of course inspired by patriotic or loyalist sentiment*. 
Even when John Trumbull's long poem, “MeFlngnl.” appeared, it could be 
ref err *h1 to tho same kind of inspiration. Still th*1 channel in which the Jovo» 
tion of the youthful versemaker flowed was inevitably narrowed by its pre­ 
vailing satire. This was effective, as no one can deny, and by its mirth pro­ 
voking sallies did good service for tx good cause. It is not to so Hutch purpose 
to inquire here who furnished the copy winch he followed w»tli greater or 
less fidelity as to know that the help furnished was not lifter the manlier or 
in the degree of the aid lent by th*1 political prose of the day. 
Nothing but the controversy which had its participants on both sides, in 
England as well as in America, could have carried this mock heroic per­ 
formance through several editions. 
Besides the literary taste of the time in 
poetics was not far above this level. 
We can I**1 grateful to the author for 
winning supporters whom statesmen could not reach without calling him an 
eminent poet. 
Flowerer, he did not aspire to write an epic, as two of his contemjHiraries 
did. But they hail their sense of obligation as citizens ami men of letters in 
the young America that had just been released from old England. A new and 
free nation of almost boundless expans*', with limitless prospects and high 
hopes, it was urged, should have a commensurate literature or th** lieginning 
of it at least. A patriotic aspiration of this kind must have impelled Timothy 
Dwight, president of Yale college, to undertake in ITS." his “Conquest of 
Canaan.” the first American epic, as the author himself calls it. 
The resem­ 
blance it bears to those which had preceded it, notably the “Iliad" ami "P ara­ 
dise Lost.” consists Largely in til*1 antiquity of the subject. 
Differences must 
be explained by saying that Homer and Milton were born to be poets, as the 
American was born to be a college president and a diligent and persevering 
versifier. 
Genius is not always the faculty of taking pains. If it were, th*1 
“Conquest of Canaan” would not have perished In a hundred years. 
Never­ 
theless it is worth reading—some of it. 
Biblical .students will bo pleased to 
note what side lights can be thrown upon the sacred story by a poetic imag­ 
ination if they read as far as the eleventh book. The crookedness of ifanniol, 
the loves of Irad and Selima, of Elam and Mina, th*1 ghost of Hereon, the 
prowess of Jabin, the valor of Zimrl, are for the modern reader what the 
miracle and mystery plays were to the dark ages. 
Modern battlefields and 
Revolutionary generals are somewhat belated actors, but the heroes just re­ 
turned from Monmouth and Yorktown dill not object to tieing iii company 
w ith Caleb and Joshua. They knew their Bibles as well as their descendants 
knew a Sunday newspaper, ami they understood a Scriptural allusion or an 
Old Testament hero a great deal better. Aud as for the versification, the rhymes 
of Dwight were as good in their esteem as Pope’s* translation of the "Iliad” 
and his characters not inferior to Milton’s In their Biblical derivation. It was 
a book for the age by a counselor of statesm en and a theologian. 
II**, if any­ 
one, could meet th*1 demands of the youthful nation for an epic of its own. 
Moreover, a note of progress might be discerned from one to the other of the 
three epics, and a humanistic element could he found in th** “Conquest” 
which was not in the “Iliad” or in “Paradise Lost.” Even the oratory of the 
Argive leaders or that of satan himself is at least recalled by Caleb’s address 
to the assembled host. 
Our great and greater grandfathers reveled in this and were not ashamed 
to liken It to the Homer of Pope and to the verse of Milton. 
The anticlimax 
was reached when Joel Barlow wrote his “Vision of Columbus,” afterward 
developed into the “Columbiad.” 
The very title was sublimated American, 
and the poem was regarded as a “tremendous epic” in its day. 
With miti­ 
gated modesty the writer declares that he shall not try to prove that he lias 
written an epic poem. 
Nevertheless he ranks the “Iliad” and th*1 “.Kneid” in 
the same class with his own "Columbiad,*1 which lie sends forth “with no 
other concern than what arises from the most pure and ardent desire of doing 
good to the country.” 
Barlow was a type of the cultivated and patriotic young American of his 
day. He belonged to the Dwigbt-Trumbull knot of young men in college who 
ware the first to break away from the traditions of the elders and devote 
themselves to a study of outlander literature in the English classics. In vaca­ 
tions he shouldered a musket and fought bravely with the Massachusetts 
militia in the opening battles of the Revolution. 
His commencement part in 
1T78 was a poem on “The Prospect of Peace,” hopeful, enthusiastic, ex­ 
pansive, prophetic. 
As there w-as a shortage of chaplains in the army, the young law student 
crammed himself with enough divinity in six weeks for war purposes and 
with his friend Dwight went in and out among the troops, animating and 
encouraging them by patriotic addresses and odes. Turning editor—and doc­ 
tor of W atts’ version of the psalms to make them fit the regnant theology lie 
meditated and composed by turns the “Vision,” which was received with 
applause by friends and reprinted in London and Paris. 
It anticipated by a 
year the one sidl'd philanthropy and erratic enthusiasm of the French revolu­ 
tion, and in consequence the author was w-eleome when he arrival in Franc** 
to give his “Advice to Privileged Orders” and follow it with his poem on the 
“Conspiracy of Kings.” 
The design of Barlow’s masterpiece, “The Columbiad," evolved from “The 
Vision,” was to give a historical view of events from the time of Columbus to 
that of W ashington as foreseen by the great discoverer from his prison. Con­ 
ducted by Hesper to the mount of vision, he takes a long lesson In American 
geography and the history of Mexico and Peru. The story of colonization by 
Raleigh and others follows, preparing the way for the old French and the 
Revolutionary wars. Officers iii the latter are thus signalized: 
Here stood stem Putnam, scored with ancient sears. 
The living record of his country's wars; 
Wayne, like a moving tower, assumes his post, 
Fires the whole field and is himself a host. 
Bland. Moyland. Sheldon, the long lines enforce 
W ith light arm ’d scouts, with solid squares of horse. 
And Knox from his full park to battle brings 
His brazen tubes, the last resort of kings. 
When at his word the carbon cloud shall rise 
And well aimecUtliunders rock the shores and skies. 
It was in this post revolution period that the first intimation of a sub­ 
merged dram atic tendency bubbled up to the surface from the ooze where it 
was sunk 150 years before. 
Puritan laws and frowns had kept it out of 
sight and hearing thus far. 
Hospitable Virginia had allowed the “Merchant 
of Venice” to be acted by professionals in Williamsburg as early as 1752, and 
Farquharis “Beaux’s Strategem" was played the same year in the first Ameri­ 
can theater at Annapolis, Md., which was followed by the .second in New York 
the next year and another in Philadelphia six years later. But in Massachu­ 
setts previous to 1792 players appeared on the stage at the risk of arrest 
Only in unorthodox Rhode Island and under the patronage of planters who 
came to Newport were they safe within the bounds of New England. 
A* 
early as 1765 Thomas Godfrey of Philadelphia had peeped in a closet drama 
entitled “The Prince of Parthia,” but Royall Tyler of New York was the first 
domestic playwriter to put a piece upon the stage. He called it the “Contrast,” 
possibly with reference to the change in public sentiment since Massachusetts 
enacted an ordinance, in imitation of Cromwell’s parliament in 1642, abolish­ 
ing theaters. This act was annulled in England 14 years later, but bere there 
waa no relenting until 170 years after the pilgrims came to Plymouth. Under 
such regime not much could be expected of American dramatic talent. When 
a t length it dared to appear on the boards, it seein g not to the manner born. 
The tragedy was high enough and the comedy low enough, but the Eliza - 
bsthan dram atist or even the restoration playwright had not accompanied the 
star of empire westward. Have they yet arrived? 
Still there were homemade plays which pleased provincials by their local 
color and hits, and aa good a beginning was made as con'.d be expected in a 
climate which ranged from tem perate to frigid In the m atter of dramatics. 
W hat need was there of tragedy representation when the genuine article could 
be had by standing in front of the meeting bouse near the whipping post, 
stocks and pillory or by climbing the hill where the gallows loomed stark 
against a wintry sky? 
And as for comedy, it might lie had whenever a 
pirate crew was b ro c h t ashore or a knot of witches convicted. The Puritan

Hon. R. W. Taylor, who is diligent 
Ty at work to secure provision by the 
present congress for locks and dams 
for the improvement of the Ohio river 
yesterday telegraphed Postmaster VV 
H. Surles as follows: 
“Wire me today approximate annual 
tonnage of receipts and shipments of 
freight at East Liverpool.” 
The postmaster promptly complied 
sending the following telegram: 
“Inbound freight. 850,000 tons, 
in 
eluding coal. Outbound freight. 275, 
OOO tons.” 
These statistics the postmaster was 
able to supply at once, having gath 
ered much data on the subject when 
the matter was before congress 
f 
year or two ago. and it was only nee 
essary to go to the same sources and 
bring the figures up to date by giving 
those for 1901. 
The improvement advocated by the 
government engineers and which con 
Kress has shown a disposition to en 
courage is.one which shall make the 
whole Ohio river from its source to 
its mouth navigable the year around. 
Appropriation for such work has been 
made In the last few years, not in a 
lump sum. but on the continuing con­ 
tract system, a sufficient amount be­ 
ing appropriated to keep the work go­ 
ing each year. 
The proposed East Liverpool dam, 
provided for in the house bill intro­ 
duced in January. 1901, which failed 
to pass at the last session, is known 
as “movable dam No. 8,” and its loca­ 
tion Is to be just below this city at 
Walker. 
For the completion of the 
lock, including purchase of site, an 
expenditure not exceeding 
$250,000 
was proposed in the old bill. 
The 
total Improvement, 
including 
lock 
dam, etc., completed. Is estimated to 
cost about $800,000. 
It can readily be seen that such an 
expenditure here would vastly benefit 
the city while the improvement Is in 
progress, to say nothing of the bene 
fits to result to commerce and Indus 
try after the work is completed. 
Those best posted on river inter 
t*sts are confident of securing from the 
present congress such legislation as 
will show appropriate recognition of 
the needs of the Ohio valley and of 
a disposition to hasten the completion 
of the whole great work.

CAPITAL TO BE $ 15,000,000. 


H E writing* of stntpsmcn 
in the closing period of 
tho eighteenth c e n tu ry 
wore not equaled by other 
contemporary 
literature. 
There was no such absorbing motive 
in other departm ents to give the un* 
consciousness of self in which the 
liest results are produced. Few peri­ 
ods have had such an o" v p o v v rn g 
stimulus to Intense yet logical cx;*>- 
sition of privileges whit ii are essential to constitutional liberty. The literature 
which resulted ought to have been and was exceptional prose. 
The verse which accompanied it was exceptional, too, but not in the same 
way. All ballads were of course inspired by patriotic or loyalist sentiments. 
Even when John Trum bull’s long poem, “McFlngnl,** appeared, it could be 
referred to the same kind of inspiration. Still the channel in which the devo* 
tion of the youthful versemaker flowed was inevitably narrowed by its pre­ 
vailing satire. This was effective, as no tine can deny, and by its mirth pro­ 
voking sallies did good service for a good cause. It is not to so nnh h purpose 
to Inquire here who furnished the copy which he followed with greater or 
less fidelity as to know that the help furnished was net lifter the manner or 
In the degree of tile ald lent by the political prose of the day. 
Nothing but the controversy which had its participants on both sides, in 
England as well as in America, could have carried this mock heroic per­ 
formance through several editions. Besides the literary taste of the time in 
poetics was not far above this level. 
We can be grateful to the author for 
winning supporters whom statesmen could not reach without calling him an 
eminent poet. 
However, he did not aspire to write an epic, as two of his contemporaries 
did. But they had tin lr sense of obligation as citizens and men of letters in 
the young America that had just been released from old England. A new and 
free nation of almost boundless expanse, with limitless prospects and high 
hopes, it was urged, should have a commensurate literature or tie* iteglnning 
of it at least. A patriotic aspiration of this kind must have impelled Timothy 
Dwight, president of Yale college, to undertake in ITH." ins ’‘Con illest of 
Canaan.” tin* first American epic, as the author himself calls it. 
Tile resem­ 
blance it hears to those which had preceded it. notably the "Iliad and "P ara­ 
dise Lost,” consists largely In the antiquity of the subj**et. 
Differences must 
be explained by saying tliat Homer and Milton were Intra to be poets, as the 
American was born to be a college president and a diligent and persevering 
versifier. 
Genius is not always the faculty of taking pains. 
If it were, the 
“Conquest of Canaan” would not have perished iii a hundred years. 
Never­ 
theless it is worth reading some of it. 
Biblical student* will be pleased to 
note w hat side lights can be thrown upon tile sa erin I story by a i>oeiie imag­ 
ination if they read as fur as the eleventh book. The crookedness of Hanalei, 
the loves of Irad ami Selima, of Elam ami Mina, tin* ghost of I lentos, the 
prowess of Jabin, the valor of Zimri, are for the modern reader w hat the 
miracle and mystery plays were to the dark ages. 
Modern battlefields and 
Revolutionary generals are somewhat belated actors, but the heroes just re­ 
turned from Monmouth and Yorktown did not object to l>eing iii company 
with Caleb and Joshua. They knew their Bibles as well as their d efen d an ts 
knew a Sunday newspaper, and they understood a Scriptural allusion or an 
Old Testament hero a great deal better. And us for the versification, the rhymes 
of Dwight were as good in their esteem as Pope’s translation of the “M ad” 
and his characters not Inferior to Milton's in their Biblical derivation. 
It was 
a book for the age by a counselor of statesm en and a theologian. He, if any­ 
one, could meet the demands of the youthful nation for an epic of its own. 
Moreover, a note of progress might be discerned from one to the other of the 
three epics, and a hum anistic element could lie found In the “Conquest” 
which was not in the “Iliad” or In “Paradise I^»st.” Even the oratory of the 
Argive leaders or that of satan himself is at h ast recalled by Caleb’s address 
to the assembled host. 
Our great and greater grandfathers reveled in this Mild were not ashamed 
to liken it to the Homer of Pope and to the verse of Milton. 
The anticlimax 
was reached when Joel Barlow wrote his “ V ision of Columbus, 
afterw ard 
developed into the “Columbiad.” 
The very title was sublimated American, 
and the poem was regarded as a “tremendous epic” in its day. 
With m iti­ 
gated modesty the writer declares that he shall uot try to prove that Ii** lins 
written an epic poem. 
Nevertheless he ranks the “Iliad” and th** “.Eueld” in 
the same class with his own ••Columbiad.*' which he sends forth “with no 
other concern than what arises from the most pure and ardent d esire of doing 
good to the country.” 
Barlow was a type of the cultivated and patriotic youug American of his 
day. Ile belonged to the Dwight-Trumbull knot of young men in college who 
were the first to break away from the traditions of tile eiders and devote 
themselves to a study of outlands!* literature in til** English classics. Iii vaca­ 
tions he shouldered a musket and fought bravely with the M assachusetts 
militia in the opening battles of the Revolution. 
His commencement part in 
1T78 was a poem on "The Prospect of Peace,** hopeful, enthusiastic, ex­ 
pansive, prophetic. 
As there was a shortage of chaplains in the army, the young law student 
crammed himself with enough divinity in six w e e k s for w ar purposes and 
with his friend Dwight went in and out among th** troops, animating ami 
encouraging them by patriotic addresses and odes. Turning editor and doc­ 
tor of W atts’ version of the psalms to make them fit tile regnant theology in* 
meditated and composed by turns the “Vision,” w'hicb was received with 
applause by friends and reprinted in London and Parts, 
it anticipated by a 
year the one sided philanthropy urn! erratic enthusiasm of the French revolu­ 
tion, and in consequence the author was welcome when he arrival iii France 
to give his “Advice to Privileged Orders” aud follow it with his |*o**m on the 
“Conspiracy of Kings." 
The design of Barlow’s masterpiece, “The Columbiad,” evolved from “Tile 
Vision,” was to give a historical \iew of events from the time of Columbus to 
th at of W ashington as for* sinh by the great discoverer from his prison. Con* 
dieted by Hesper to th** mount of vision, he takes a long lesson la American 
geography uml the history of Mexico and Peru. The story of colonisation by 
Raleigh and others follows, preparing the way for the old French and the 
Revolutionary wars. Officers In the latter ar** thus signalized: 
Here stood stern Putnam, scored with ancient sears. 
The living record of his country’s wars; 
Wayne, Ilk** a moving tower, assumes his i*ost, 
Fires the w hole field and is himself a host. 
Bland. Moyland, Sheldon, the long lines enforce 
W ith light arm ’d st outs, with solid squares of horse. 
And Knox from his full park to battle brings 
His brazen tut****, tile lust resort of kings, 
When at hi< w ord th** carbon cloud shall ria** 
And well aime*Lthundeni rock the shores and ski**. 
It was in this post revolution period that the first Intimation of a sob- 
merged dram atic tendency bubbled up to the surface from the o o z e where it 
waa sunk 150 years before. 
Puritan laws aa*! frowus had kept It out of 
sight aud hearing thus far. 
Hospitable Virginia had allowed the ’’Merchant 
of Venice” to be acted by professional* In Williamsburg as early a.- 1752, ami 
Farquhar's “Beaux’* Stratagem ” was played th** same year in the firs* Ameri­ 
can theater at Annapolis, Md., which vi as followed by the naaopd iii New York 
the next year and another in Philadelphia six years later. 
But iii Massachu­ 
setts previous to 1792 players appeared on the stag** at the risk ut arrest. 
Only In unorthodox Rhode Island and under the patronage of planters who 
came to Newport were they safe within the l*o*nds of New England. 
Aa 
early as 1765 Thomas Godfrey of Philadelphia had pc* i»ed in a closet drama 
entitled “The Prince of P artita," but Royall Tyler of New York was the first 
domestic play writer to put a pie**e upon the stage. Ile * awed It th*- **< ’out rant. ’ 
possibly with reference to the change in public sentiment since M assachusetts 
enacted an ordinance, in imitation of Cromwell’s parliament In 1642, abolish­ 
ing theaters. Thia act was annulled in England 14 years later, but bere there 
was no relenting until 170 years after the pilgrims came to Plymouth. Ender 
such regime nut much could be expected of American dram atic talent. 
When 
at length it dared to appear on the boards, it seem*** not to th** m snnrr born. 
The tragedy was high enough and the comedy low enough, but the Eliza­ 
bethan dram atist or even the restoration playwright had not accompanied the 
star of empire westward. Have they yet arrived? 
Still there were homemade plays which pleased provincials by their local 
color and hits, and as good a beginning was made as could Im expected in a 
clim ate which ranged from tem perate to frigid In the m atter of dram atics 
W hat need was there of tragedy repre*n*ntation when the genuine article could 
be had by standing In frout of the meeting bouse near the whipping post, 
stocks and pillory or by climbing the hill where the gallows loomed stark 
against a wintry sky? 
And as for comedy. It might la* had whenever n 
pirate crow was brow bt ashore or a knot of witches convicted. The Puritan
